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1. 1 TALKED ON AUGUST 9 WITH FERNANDO LADERA, A MOBIL OFFICIAL WHO 
HAS BEEN AUTHORIZED BY THE GOVERNMENT TO TAKE CHARGE OF EFFORTS 
TO RESOLVE THE PRESENT FUEL CRISIS. I HAD HEARD FROM GULF OIL THAT 
LADERA WAS PUTTING OUT THE STORY THAT THE MOBIL REFINER DID NOT

MOBIL REFINER WILL PROCEED TO TOGO AND THEN TO LAGOS AS SCHEDULED. 
AT LAGOS THE SITUATION WILL BE REVIEWED AND IF DEEMED FEASIBLE 

THE REFINER WILL STEAM FOR ANGOLA TO OFFLOAD 2,400 TONS 
OF 90 OCTANE GASOLINE, 1,000 TONS OF 83 OCTANE AND 2,100 TONS 
OF DIESEL AT LUANDA, LOBITO AND MOCAMEDES. MEANWHILE, LADERA 
IS ASKING HIS CONTACTS IN THE OIL INDUSTRY TO TRY AND INDUCE 
MOBIL TO CHANGE ITS MIND. ACCORDING TO LADERA, SHELL HAS APPEALED

5. IN THE MESSAGE DIRECTING THE REFINER TO PROCEED TO TOGO, MOBIL

CONTRACT, "AS A RESULT OF ACTS OF PUBLIC ENEMIES AND PUBLIC 
DISORDER THE PORTS OF LUANDA, LOBITO AND MOCAMEDES WERE UN- 
SAFE". 

6. LADERA SAID HE HAS CABLED CAPE TOWN WHERE THE LPG SHIP 
THAT FLED LUANDA SEVERAL DAYS AGO IS NOW LOCATED. 

GULF CAN ARRANGE TO SEND A VESSEL HERE WITH BUTANE, BUT IT WILL 
NOT ARRIVE BEFORE THE END OF AUGUST. AT THE MOMENT THERE IS 
ABSOLUTELY NO BOTTLED GAS IN LUANDA. THE CAPTAIN OF THE LPG 
SHIP APPARENTLY USED TRICKERY TO GET AWAY. HE TOLD THE PORTUGUESE 
HE WAS COMING ON IN TO THE BERTH AND EVEN HAD A PORTUGUESE NAVAL 
OFFICER ON BOARD. HE GOT UP STEAM, TUNED HIS BOW SEAWARD AND 
SAILED OFF.
